THE FRONT COVER OF THIS BOOK 


On our front cover for this year, we present the fifteenth instal- 
ment of our series, “GARDENS OF THE GREAT.” We have pic- 
_tured previously the homes and gardens of the great men of the first 
century of our republic, but this year, we have jumped to a much 
later period and illustrated the home and garden of one of America’s 
great Presidents known to generations now living. 


Sagamore Hill, the home of President Roosevelt, is situated about 
Be eles from Oyster Bay, a little village quite typical of Long 
s 2 

The visitor to Sagamore—and his name is legion—travelling along 
the main highway from the village, is rewarded by a surpassingly 
lovely view of the bay itself and presently diverging from the high- 
way begins the ascent of the long hill to the mansion. This leads 
him along a winding drive through deep-tangled woods, and finally 
in view of the mansion and gardens. 


The gardens at Sagamore are exceedingly well kept, and are larger 
than the gardens at most. of the famous houses we have hitherto 
Pictured; but it is not possible to include both the house and gardens 
in one view. 

* The side of the house we have pictured commands a view of a 
broad lawn which rolls gently down to a well kept forest of stately 
trees. We take pardonable pride in here mentioning that when these 
lawns were originally laid down “THE HENDERSON LAWN 
GRASS SEED” was used for the purpose. 


The veranda in front of the mansion is a real old-fashioned Ameri- 
can porch, well furnished with hammocks and wicker furniture and 
enclosed with the usual railing. It will be noticed that a portion of 
the railing at one side has been removed; and it is an interesting fact 
that this was done in 1904 when Roosevelt received the notification 
of his nomination for the Presidency, so that he could stand there to 
make his address to the committee. Later he made hundreds of ad- 
dresses from this spot when Sagamore Hill was the Mecca towards 
which all eyes turned, and great crowds of his admirers had made a 
beaten path from all parts of the country to this famous front porch. 
At the bottom of the frame surrounding the picture we have illus- 
trated the Roosevelt Coat of Arms which in heraldic language is 
described as ‘‘three roses proper on a mount vert,’’ with the motto 
“Qui plantavit curabit,’’ which may be freely translated as ““Who 
plants well, shall reap.” 

There is a little lesson in that motto for all interested in garden- 
ing, regardless of its wider implications. 

Roosevelt, statesman, traveller, explorer, although given at inter- 
vals to wanderings in foreign climes, was at heart an intensely home- 
loving man, and when his term of office expired and he returned to 
live at Sagamore Hill, he had this to say of the place—“‘After all, fond 
as I am of the White House and much as I have appreciated these 
years in it, there isn’t any place in the world like home—Sagamore 
Hill where things are our own, with our own associations, and where 
it is real country.”

All the lattice 
work is covered by perennial climbers, including Aristolochia or Dutchman’s Pipe, Clematis 
and Lathyrus or Perennial Sweet Pea. The garden walks are made of old flag stones with 
small rock garden plants growing between, such as Saxifraga, Cerastium, Arabis, etc. The 
bed in the center is Heliotrope surrounded by Sweet Alyssum. On the left is a group of 
Lavatera. In the rear of the Sundial are two wire cylinders on which Sweet Peas are growing, 
a new way of growing them. Other plants are Hollyhock, Petunia, Dianthus, and Hardy 
Pinks. A very beautiful little flower garden.

It shows the flower gardens surrounding her 
bungalow, about forty miles north of Pittsburgh. The flowers in the

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flowers in these collections. 


Balsam, Matricaria, etc. The borders in the background, too, are radiant 
with all colors imaginable. Here also are planted climbers and some tall 
foliage plant such as Castor Oil Bean (Ricinus), Cosmos and Nicotiana. 
The climbers are Canary Bird Vine, Cardinal Climber—which is very fine 
—and more of the Japanese Morning Glories. In making my garden I 
used two collections and also 4 packets each of Portulaca, Nemophila, 
Lavatera; Phlox and Japanese Morning Glory.” 

The plan will enable anyone to make a similar garden, and the fact that 
all the flowers in it are raised from seed, places such a garden within the 
reach of everybody. The round bed on one side of the plan is not shown 
but it should be made the same size as the one on the other side, using 
dwarf Antirrhinum for the center and Phlox drummondii for the border.

Rock Gardens are becoming popular, because this phase of gardevin 
is sO universal in its appeal. | 


The wealthy can have rock gardens acres in extent, and suburban dwellers 
can put to good use the smaller areas at their disposal and still have as | 
and interesting gardens. 


The charm of rock gardening lies mainly in the culture of Rock Plants, 
which are usually classed as Alpine plants; but that does not mean that 
all were originally found on the Alps Mountains; as many now in cultiva- 
tion were obtained from other countries. Besides the rock plants then} 
are many low growing annuals eminently suitable which we list below. 


Rock Gardens may be divided roughly into two classes; those made. 
out on the open or flat ground, and those formed by utilizing a bank or) 
terrace. If the first plan is decided upon, mark out the site with a spade, 
and be sure to have it irregular, with plenty of bays in it to afford different | 
aspects for the plants as, although most prefer direct sunlight, there are; 
others that thrive best in partial shade. This done, excavate the site to 
a depth of three feet, rows the earth to one side. Then fill the space du 
out with stones, shale, gravel, or any loose material, to the former level, 
and then replace the earth excavated and add plenty of new soil until thet 
mound is the required height. Let it settle for a week or so and then place” 
the rocks in position on the soil mound. If the site of\the garden is already 
well drained, then the excavating may be dispensed othe Choose rocks of 
various sizes, some of them as large as can be transported, placing the larger: 
ones at the bottom and build up. The idea is to place them so they look. 
as if thrown there by some great avalanche of the past and partly be 
in the ground. 


There is great scope for the imagination in laying out a rock garden antl 
it will help the amateur considerably to study some natural rock formation. 
If a bank or terrace already existing is utilized, loosen it up with a pickaxe 
and add more soil. Place the stones as previously recommended. 


There are three Don’ts that must be kept in mind. Don’t use too many 
stones. Don’t lay the stones regularly, and Don’t forget drainage. 


Preparations for a Rock Garden must be made ahead, if all the plants 
used are perennials which will not bloom the first year. Seeds ‘should be 
planted outdoors on the rock garden in the places they are to grow early 
in spring and up to July 15th. "(See illustration.)

Brief Cultural Directions 


Sowing Sweet Pea Seeds in the Open Ground: When Sweet Peas 
are to be grown from start to finish in the open ground the seeds should 
be sown at the earliest possible date in spring, even before frosts are over, 
for they are quite hardy. But of course this cannot be done until the 
ground is dry enough to work, i.e., is crumbly, not wet and sticky. The 
object of early sowing is to give the roots as long a time as possible to 
develop before the warm weather excites the tops into rapid growth. 


“Slow sturdy top growth and a well developed root-system, roots clear 


down to the cool, rich, moist lower layers of soil before hot weather, is 
one of the secrets of success. After the ground has been prepared, raked 
and leveled, draw a flat furrow with a hoe about 6 inches wide and 
3 inches deep and plant the seeds 2 to 3 inches apart zigzag along the 
center of the furrow, cover with about 1 inch of soil, then tramp firm 
with the feet; this will leave the seeds in a light depression which will 
hold moisture and hasten germination. When the seedlings have attained 
a height of 2 to 3 inches they should be thinned out to remain 6 to 12 
inches’ apart, the greater distance is advised for trench culture if the 
plants are expected to develop to their maximum capacity. Cultivation 
should begin just as soon as the plants are large enough to keep the 
surface of the ground loose, admit air and conserve the soil’s moisture. 
At each of the earlier hoeings draw a little of the ridged soil into the 
furrow about the plants until it is all level. This gets the roots down 
deeper where they are less susceptible to the drying out effects of hot 
weather. We do not believe in ridging up the young seedlings as ridges 
turn the water away. The vines are of course to be supported by brush 
or netting.

Out Pot-grown Roses are superior to the Roses usually sent out because they are 
cut back and potted early in the fall, giving ample time for root action and to allow 
the plant to grow naturally. They are sturdy and compact and when sent by express 
with the soil on the roots transplanting scarcely checks their growth. In ¢glanting, 
it is only necessary to make a hole a little larger than the ball of earth on the plant. 
After it is set in, firm the soil well around the roots, otherwise the dry air will shrivel 
_- them up and prevent their development. 

Never set the plants out should the ground be wet and soggy, but wait until 
it is fairly dry. After planting give the soil a thorough soaking, and should the 
earth around the plant be dry it should be thoroughly saturated with water a 
day or so before planting. :

psy cons ueuon of a Rock Garden is very simple, especially where stones are 
entiful. 

E Often, after clearing up new grounds, massessof stones will be present which would 
be difficult to dispose of, and these can be used to good advantage. 

Select a partially shaded location where the ground has ordinary moisture and is 
well-drained. Begin by placing the stones so as to allow the moisture from rains to 
run into the garden and not away from it. After placing a stone in position, work 
the soil in well around it in order to allow the moisture to work up among the stones 
and give the proper conditions for growing rock plants. Any air spaces that are 
left between the stones will prevent an even degree of moisture in the garden. 

Rock gardens can be made any height desired, but are usually not more than 10 to 
15 inches above the surrounding ground. When building the upper course, be sure 
that planting spaces 8 to 10 inches in diameter are left so that a number of plants 
can be planted on the top.
